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A  Bloomfield  National  Bank. 

The  dee  ire  for  a  National  Bank  in 
Bloomfield  once  again  allows  signs  of 
life.  One  gentleman,  from  out  of 
town,  but  much  interested  in  the 
progress  of  Bloomfield,  ura  he  could 
secure  twenty  thousand  dollars,  for 
investment  in  the  capital  stock  of  a 
bank  located  here.  This  is  all  very 
well,  and  every  inducement  should  of 
course  be  given  him  to  make  his 
words  grow  into  dee<ls. 

But  this  is  not  enough.  Neither 
twenty  thousand  dollars,  nor  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  twenty  thousand  dollars 
capital,  from  out  of  town,  or  from 
within  the  town  either,  for  the  mat 
ter  of  that,  would  make  a  bank  sue 
cessful  in  this  place  without  that  oth 
er  needful  element — business.  There 
would  be  no  difficulty  in  obtaining 
the  capital,  were  the  matter  of  busi 
ness  reasonably  certain.  But  can 
business  and  enough  of  it  be  reason¬ 
ably  assured  in  advance  ?  Most  un 
doubtedly  it  can. 

No  one  will  dispute  the  great  ad¬ 
vantage  and  convenience,  which  a 
bank  would  be  to  the  residents  of 
Bloomfield.  To  those  doing  business 
here  (and  the  number  is  much  larger 
than  s  commonly  supposed),  it  would 
be  a  greater  or  less  convenience.  The 
volume  of  banking  business  which 
could  be  done  bere  more  conveniently, 

■  or  as  conveniently  as  elsewhere  would 
}  be  more  than  sufficient  to  make  a 
bank  pay  from  the  start,  and  event¬ 
ually  to  pay  handsomely  provided — 
(and  here  comes  the  pinch)  it  could 
all  lie  gathered  in. 

In  the  first  place  the  transactions 
of  those  doing  business  in  Bloomfield 
are  in  the  aggregate  surprisingly 
large.  But  in  addition  to  this  there 
are  hundreds  of  men  and  women  liv  ¬ 
ing  in  Bloomfield  and  vicinity  who 
keep  separate  bank  accounts  for  their 
personal  business*  It  would  be  just 
as  convenient  for  these  hundreds  of 
people  to  keep  their  personal  accounts 
in  a  Bloomfield  bank,  and  the  bal¬ 
ances,  though  comparatively  small  in¬ 
dividually,  would  combiued  make  a 
large  and  unusually  steady  deposit. 
To  some  there  might  be  some  little 
inconvenience  in  making  deposits 
here  on  account  of  being  absent  dur¬ 
ing  the  middle  of  the  day,  but  this 
would  be  counterbalanced  by  conve¬ 
nience  to  their  families,  to  say  nothing 
of  the  knowledge  that  they  were  help¬ 
ing  to  maintain  a  much  needed  insti-. 
tution.  And  then  might  not  the  bank 
men  of  Bloomfield  depart,  for  policy’s 
sake,  a  little  from  the  orthodox  bank 
hours/ and  have  the  bank  open  early 
enough  in  the  morning  to  aecommo 
date  the  migrating  public  of  Bloom¬ 
field  (This  last  is  a' mere  suggestion 
and  most  modestly  and  respectfully 
submitted). 

But  what  about  the  assurance  that 
all  this  “might  be”  would  be  ?  The 
way  to  make  sure  is  to  investigate. 
By  the  expenditure  of  a  little  time 
and  a  little*  labor,  a  paj>er  might  be 
circulated  for  the  signatures  of  those 
who  would  agree  to  take  stock,  and 
what  is  more  important  to  do  the 
whole  or  a  part  of  their  banking  busi¬ 
ness  in  Bloomfield.  A  very  large 
number  of  small  stcx-kholders  would 
conduce  much  more  to  the  prosperity 
of  a  country  bank  than  a  few  big  ones. 
We  believe  that  if  those  in  charge 
of  this  bank  movement  would  have 
the  town  thoroughly  canvassed,  they 
would  speedily  make  sure  both  of 
stockholders  and  depositors. 

But  in  case  the  canvass  proved  the 
reverse  of  this,  it  would  still  l>e  a 
wise  move,  because  if  the  the  bank  is 
to  foil,  or  peter  out  rather,  it  would  be 
better  to  have  it  stop  before  it  begins, 
so  to  speak.  But  everybody  will  go 
into  it,  if  everybody  else  is  going  in¬ 
to  it,  and  the  canvass  will  be  tlie 
means  of  assuring  everybody,  that 
everybody  else  is  with  him. 

One  thing  more  and  we  have  finish¬ 
ed  this  financial  study.  One  of  the 
first  things  which  every  person  ap¬ 
proached  will  ask  is.  Who  is  to  be  at 
the  head  of  it  ?  And  on  the  answer 
to  that  question  will  much  depend 
whether  his  answer  will  be  yen  or  nay. 


The  following  editorial  article  from 
the  Democratic  WaghinyUm  (/>.  0.) 
post  explains  itself  The  italics  are 
ours. 

TRY  TO  BE  HOXE8T. 

One  of  the  objects  which  this  jour¬ 
nal  will  keep  steadily  in  view  from 
now  on  till  the  6th  of  November  will 
b^  to  prevent  any  dodging  of  the 
campaign  issue.  This  will  be  done  in 
a  spirit  of  fairness  to  lx>th  sides.  We 
believe  that  the  interests  of  the  coun¬ 
try  will  be  best  served  by  an  honest 
campaign. 

One  faction  or  wing  of  the  Demo¬ 
cratic  party  baa  already  started  in  on 
a  course  of  systematic  deception.

“The  Democratic  party  has  taken 
p)«utive  stand  on  the  issue  >A  a  reduc 
t»>n  of  taxation  to  the  wants  of  the 
Government  economically  ad  minis 
tered.  This  lias  forced  or  induced 
the  lttpubihune  to  plant  themselves 
squarely  on  the  principle  of  taxation 
for  protection,  let  the  revenues  be 
what  they  may  from  this  source,  with 
the  alternative  that  if  the  revenues 
must  be  reduced  it  shall  be  dooe  by 
removing  the  internal  taxes  from  to 
bscoo  and  whisky.”  The  organ  then 
goes  on  to  say  **  that  this  calls  for 
new  party  alignment,  and  already 
is  manifesting  itself  Although  Har 
naon'  nomination  is  only  three  days 
old,  such  former  Republican  journals 
as  the  Providence  Journal,  the  Spring 
field  Republican,  the  New  York  Times, 
the  Evening  Post,  Harj>er’s  Weeklv 
and  the  New  York  Cominerc  al  A*' 
Vertiser  have  planted  themselves 
squarely  on  the  Democratic  side. 

The  deception  attempted  by  the 
(iandtill  organ  is  a  misstatement 
the  issue  on  the  Democratic  side 
Suppression  of  a  part  of  the  truth 
often  the  worst  kind  of  lying.  To 
prevent  or  punish  such  lying  the  form 
of  oath  administered  to  witnesses  in 
courts  of  justice  requires  them  to  te 
not  only  “the  truth,”  but  “the  wh< 
Uuth,"  as  well  as  “nothing  but  the 
truth.”  Now,  it  is  true  that  the 
Democrabc  party  proposes  a  “reduc 
bon  of  taxation  to  the  wants  of  the 
Government  economically  adminis 
tered,”  but  that  is  not  “the  whole 
truth,”  nor  is  it  the  most  iuqxn'taut 
feature  of  the  Democrabc  position. 
That,  of  itself,  would  raise  no  issue, 
nor  would  it  “  call  for  a  new  align- 
,nMnt” 

It  is  thr  manner,  not  the  fact,  of 
tap  reduction  that  makes  the  issue. 
The  JJemocrutie party  boldly  prtytosee 
U>  more  in  the  direct  hot  of  free  trade. 
It  says  that  wool,  lumber,  salt  and 
some  other  commodities  shall  go  on 
the  free  list,  and  that  numerous  pro 
tecbve  duties  shall  l>e  reduced.  It 
still  leaves  protection  the  size  of 
giant,  but  not  so  big  a  giant  as  its 
worghipiiers  desire  it  to  be.  The 
Mills  hiU ,  inspireif  hy  the  President ’a 
messtit/c,  nudes  a  square  isme  irith 
the  protective  theory  in  that  it  takes 
step  towards  the  distant  goal — > 
strictly  revenue  tariff.  This  is  the 
real  merit  of  the  bill. 

As  for  the  list  of  papers  above 

undrt,  not  one  of  them,  except  the 
Providence  Journal,  has  changed  its 
position.  The  Journal  1ms  recently 
become  an  advocate  of  low  tariff  taxes. 
All  the  others  are  veterans  in  the 
revenue  reform  field. 

The  Republican  platform  states  the 
positiou  of  the  party  on  the  tariff'  issue 
with  unmist  aim ble  clearness.  The 
President’s  message  and  the  Mills 
bill  show  the  Democratic  position 
clearly1  enough  for  all  practical  pur¬ 
poses.  Let  us,  then,  have  an  honest, 
not  a  <  hypocritical  campaign.  The 
issue  is  not  one  of  details  as  to  a  pre 
tecbve  tariff.  It  is  much  bigger  than 
that.  The  Democrats  strike  at  thq 
very  hoart  of  the  protective  theory , 
for  they  deny  the  right  of  Congress  to 
lay  a  tiic  for  protection.  Democrats 
who  are  too  cowardly  to  come  up  to 
the  issue  squarely  will  do  well  to  drop 
out  and  fall  to  the  rear.  The  dodging 
and  squirming  and  lying  of  1880  are 
not  going  to  l>e  repeated  this  year.  ”

Women  they  say  are  not  always  thor¬ 
ough  ;  first,  -cause  a  girl  does  not  enter 
business  like  s  b<>y.  expecting  to  devote 
herself  to  it  for  life,  but  on  the  other  hand 
she  is  looking  forward  to  a  not  far  distant 
■lay  when  she  will  he  married  and  honor¬ 
ably  aupported  by  a  husband,  therefore 
until  ahe  ha»  pass***!  the  age  of  ‘J6  years, 
she  usually  only  ^ork»  as  her  necessities 
demand.  ; 

Regarding  married  women,  it  I*  believed 
they  are  better  employed  in  caring  fi* 
their  homes  an  J  children,  for  what  little 
pittance  they  earn  scarcely  compensates 
for  the  loss  occasioned  by  their  Inatten¬ 
tion  to  domestic  affairs.  But  alas!  too 
many  widows  are  P  wage  earners  ”  from 
necessity.  In  order  lo  obtain  the  means 
supply  the  wants  of  their  helpless  chil¬ 
dren. 

Mrs.  Anna  R.  Broken,  Superintendent  of 
the  Women's  Branch  of  the  New  York 
City  Mission,  goes  further  and  says  her 
opiuiou  is  that  it  was  not  Intended  by 
providence  that  women  should  be  ••  wage 
earners,  '  and  that  when  we  come  to  the 
right  condition  of  society  very  few  mar¬ 
ried  women  will  hayetowoik  for  wages, 
yet  so  long  as  tuen  continue  to  selfish 
squander  their  earnings  for  their  own 
|>ersonal  gratification,  women  must  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  "  wage  earner  .’  Very  many 
thousands  of  married  wome  •  are  abso¬ 
lutely  forced  to  work  for  wages  to  suppe 
their  helpless  children  and  invalid  or 
dis-olute  husbands,  otherwise  there  would 
be  absolutely  no  income  at  all.  *•  Out 
30U  women  •  wage  earners  ’  recently  vis¬ 
ited  In  the  tenament  Mouses  of  New  York 
city  only  five  claimed  that  they  were  aide 
to  make  bread.” 

What  a  marvelous  j  change  would  be 
quickly  wrought  if  mep  could  be  induced 
to  consider  this  subject.  How  many 
thousands  of  homes  would  be  made  hap¬ 
pier  and  brighter  if  at  least  a  portion
